Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  76. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legi.slative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1867  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a llarhour.  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  gi’anting  of  a right 
of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  .Toint-stock  Company;  or  other- 
wise for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  pectiliar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relates  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a 
Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature 
and  object  of  the  application  and,  where  the  appli- 
cation refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant;  such  notice  to  be 
published  ns  follows; — 

In  the  British  Columria  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  each  Electoral  District 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  Districts  in  which  a newspaper  is  pub- 
lished. 
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Snell  iiotiee  shall  be  cniitiiuii'd  in  eaeli  case  for 
a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  dnriiiK  the  interval 
of  time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding 
Session  and  the  consideration  of  the  I’elition,  and 
copies  of  sncb  nolii-e  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
insertinir  such' notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 
be  liled  ainoiiKst  the  records  of  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders. 

7-.  No  I’etition  for  any  Private  Pill  shall  be 
received  by  the  Honse  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  liill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a Private  Pill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
^Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Pule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  « previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Pills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Pill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  rcrpiired  ns  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Pill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days 
before  the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy 
of  such  Pill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House,  together  with  eopics  of  the  notices 
published.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affi- 
davit or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Pill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a copy- 
of  the  Pill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.  If  the  Pill  shall  not  pass  second 
reading  one-half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

77.  Pefore  and  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a Private  Pill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll 
Pridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  7G,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  lieight  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
wliether  tliey  intend  to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

7S.  All  Private  Pills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  ns  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Pills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Rill  indicating  the 
provi.sions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is  pro- 
posed to  be  departed  from.  Pills  which  are  recast 
by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense 
before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

S2.  All  Private  Pills  shall  be  prepared  b,y  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7%  inches. 
There  shall  be  a marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
be  run  on  through  the  Pill,  but  the  lines  of  each 
page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Pill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Pill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Pills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Pill 
shall  be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

Py  Rule  83,  a model  form  of  Railway  Pill  is 
adopted.  A copy  of  same  can  be  obtained  upon 
application  to  the  Clerk. 
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.Ml  Pills  lo  incorporate  or  amend  Pills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Pill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  I'.ill  which  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  Model  Pill  shall  be  inserted 
betweiui  brackets. 

Any  exceiitional  provisions  that  it  may  be  pro- 
liosed  to  insert  in  any  such  Pill  shall  be  clearly 
s])ecifi(>d  in  the  notice  of  application  for  the  same. 

In  the  case  of  Pills  to  Incorporate  Companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  ijt.'KM)  mentioned  in  Rule 
72,  fees  calculated  on  the  cajiital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars 
can  be  had  on  aiiplication  to  the  undersigned, 
Kvery  Petition  for  a Pill  to  incorporate  a com- 
pany shall  state  the  name  of  the  proposed  company. 
Petition  signed  by  agents  or  attorneys  must  be 
accompanied  by  the  authority  of  such  agent,  etc.

Regulations  re  Logging  Operations  within  the 
Health  District  established  on  Fairy  Creek. 

An  Inspector  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Provin- 
cial Board  of  Health,  who  will  also  act  as 
special  I’rovinrial  police  constable. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  to  enforce 
the  regulations  hereafter  set  forth.  He  will  reside 
on  the  works  and  consult  with  the  manager  of  the 
company  in  regard  to  all  recommendations  he  may 
make  iu  the  way  of  other  regulations  which  may 
be  deemed  necessary  to  enact,  owing  to  changing 
conditions  incidental  to  the  progress  of  the  com- 
pany’s work. 

The  Inspector  shall  make  a weekly  report  to  the 
Provincial  Board  of  Health. 

No  person  shall  be  allowed  on  the  watershed 
e.xcept  on  business  connected  therewith. 

When  a railway-track,  road  or  trail  is  in  close 
proximity  to  the  river  or  creeks,  the  road-bed  shall 
be  drained  from  the  cuts  iu  the  soil  back  from  the 
river,  allowing  the  surface  wash  to  be  carried  back 
with  permeable  soil  to  sink-holes.  It  should  be 
arranged  that  such  drainage  does  not  flow  directly 
into  the  river. 

The  company  shall  place  all  buildings  or  camps 
of  whatever  kind  or  nature  at  such  points  as  may 
be  designated  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

At  the  camps  the  necessary  latrines  shall  be 
placed  over  reasonably  deep  pits  for  the  reception 
of  discharges.  An  average  of  8 feet  in  depth  is 
recommended,  and  the  pit  shall  be  filled  in  before 
the  refuse  reaclu's  a point  within  2 feet  of  the 
surface. 

During  use  the  pits  are  to  be  disinfected  by  the 
application  of  lime  daily.  All  i)rivies  adjacent  to 
the  c.amp  must  be  rendered  fly-proof. 

All  men  oj>erating  in  the  bush  are  to  carry  port- 
able privies  of  galvanized  iron,  with  covere.  These 
I)rivies  to  be  returned  ami  emptied  into  pits.  All 
portable  privies  or  pails  to  be  supplied  with  8 oz. 
of  unslaked  lime  daily. 

Rules  relating  to  the  use  of  these  conveniences, 
and  absolutely  prohibiting  the  discharge  of  human 
waste  elsewhere  within  the  watershed,  will  be  en- 
forced with  great  strictness,  and  under  ,p<'nalty  of 
di.smissal. 

An  incinerator  must  be  ju'ovided  adjacent  to  the 
camp  where  all  garbjtge  and  refuse  must  be  burned 
each  day. 

Proper  recei)tacles  must  be  kept  on  hand  into 
which  all  refuse,  whether  liquid  or  solid,  must  be 
idaced,  and  such  refuse  must  be  regularly  destroyed 
by  fire. 

Every  camp  coming  under  these  regulations  shall 
bt'  e(piipped  with  a wash-house  or  laundry  contain- 
ing a stove,  tubs,  and  facilities  for  drying;  also 
wash-basins,  shower-baths,  soap,  and  all  proper 


sanitary  facilities  lo  tlie  apiu'oval  of  the  Inspector. 
Cleanliness,  of  course,  is  necessary  for  the  health 
of  the  men,  and  it  must  be  insist'd  iiixm.  Persi.s- 
t(‘n  tly  unch'an  persons  will  be  debarred  fi'om  I In; 
watershed. 

Balhing  or  lanndi’y-work  in  the  creek  or  stream 
is  al)solulely  prohibited. 

Liquid  waste  from  kitchen,  l)ath,  laundry,  and 
wash-sink.s  must  be  trapped,  and  led  in  a i)roperly 
vented  drain  to  a coverwl  i)it  of  sullicient  area, 
located  at  a safely  remote  point  to  en.sure  iillrafion 
without  endangering  the  purity  of  iiny  slreani  or 
watercourse. 

I’liins  and  specifications  of  all  buildings  to  be 
erected  to  be  furnished  in  duplicate  to  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Provincial  Board  of  Healtli. 

Ma])s  of  the  i)roperty  (in  duplicate)  shall  be 
furnished  to  the  Department  showing  as  far  as 
jyossible  the  plan  of  the  ground,  and  showing  pro- 
posed  buildings  and  roads  in  their  relative  posi- 
tions to  any  stream  or  watei'course. 

The  company  shall  furnish  food  and  shelter  for 
resident  and  visiting  Sanitary  Inspectoi-s  whilst  on 
the  property. 

In  reference  to  the  employees  of  the  company, 
these  regulations  will  provide  for  the  taking  of  a 
Widal  from  every  person  entering  the  watershed 
as  an  employee  in  any  capacity  wdiatsoever. 

Every  such  person  must  submit  to  typhoid  inoc- 
ulation in  order  to  in-otcct  them  from  contracting 
t.vi)hoid  when  out  of  the  watershed,  either  on  busi- 
ness or  pleasure. 

All  manure,  cattle  droppings  or  refuse  of  an 
insanitary  nature  must  be  removed  daily  in  a man- 
ner satisfactory  to  the  ^ledical  Health  Dfiicer  or 
Sanitary  Insi)ecto'r. 

The  inspector  shall  order  lime  or  other  disinfec- 
tants to  be  used  where  thought  necessary. 

All  bunk-houses  must  be  built  with  adc'quate 
light  and  ventilation,  the  interior  limewa.shed  or 
painted,  and  fitted  with  iron  bunks. 

Urin.'ils  of  an  approved  sanitary  type  to  be  pro- 
vided and  run  into  a treatment-tank. 

In  all  camps  above  the  intake,  while  working  in 
the  watershed,  the  pail  system  must  be  used  and 
removed  daily  to  the  incinerator.  Any  man  found 
not  using  these  pails  will  be  instantly  discharged. 

Spitting  or  blowing  noses  on  the  ground  and 
all  other  filthy  habits  must  be  ab.solutely  forbidden. 

2.  .\11  officials  and  employws  of  companies  oper- 
ating in  the  watershed  shall  produce  to  the  In- 
spector a certificate  of  a licensed  medical  i)racti- 
tioner  that  they  ai>e  not  affected  by  any  disease 
which,  in  his  opinion,  would  ladlutc  the  water.
